New Tora, Ju n e 27.— The Tong war ! 
that sleeps but never dies, In spite of 
threats, promises and solemn treaties. I 
broke out in the little triangle cf liar- j 
row streets, just off the lower Bowery, 
known as Chinatown. 
In ninety seconds three Chinamen 
were shot, two of them fatally, a third 
was painfully wounded and more than 
forty shots from revolvers spattered 
against the bricks or stained the pave­ 
ments red. 
In three minutes following 
seven Chinamen were arrested. It was 
over nearly as quickly as it had begun, 
and for the remainder of the afternoon 
the streets were as quiet as they had 
been an instant before battle and mur­ 
der broke the stillness. 
It happened that the two thousandth 
anniversary of the founding of the 
Society of the Four Brothers fell on 
this day and in its honor tne members 
were^to give a banquet in Pell street 
at 5 o’clock. 
A monster scarlet flag, 
scalloped in green, floated from the 
banquet hall and guests began to ar­ 
rive early. 
Sunday is market day for 
Chinatown. 
Then 
the 
streets 
are 
thickest with sightseers, then the chop 
suey restaurants thrive best and in re­ 
mote back rooms the dice rattle faster 
and the dominoes click sharply. 
It was in the midst of this restless, 
shuffling throng, sown thick with po­ 
licemen, that the shooting began at 4 
o’clock. 
There is no certainty of the 
precise provocation, but it is generally 


understood the Ong ..cong Tong did 
not relish the fact that Chn Hen, re­ 
cently acquitted of the murder of an 
Ong Lcong Tong man, was to he the 
guest of honor. 
The Hip Sing Tong. tho Ong I.eong 
Tong and t .- Lour Brothers occupy 
each their own street, and no prudent 
member of one society trespasses on 
the I* rritory of anotia r. 
Pickets had been posted at the ends 
of Pell street by the Four Brothers,, 
and scouts of the Ong Leong Tone 
patroled 
the 
ailjai ent 
boundary 
of 
Mott strei t. 
There were more police­ 
men on the beat than usual. 
Somebody 
step]a J 
over the 
line. 
Somebody lo gan to shoot. 
It is doubt­ 
ful if any white man will ever know 
who trespassed and who punished be­ 
cause the rain of bullets came too fast 
and from too many directions at once 
for the eye to catch the first flash. 
And no Chinaman will ever tell. 
Sen Chin, the inevitable innocent 
bystander, was the first to fall, snot 
throgh tho abdomen. 
He w ill d;e. 
Chn Foo was shot behind the ear and

through the left thigh. 
His injuries 
are not serious. 
Thus far it has been 
impossible to learn to which Tong the 
individuals wounded belong. A ll were 
taken to a hospital, where Chn Foo I 
died 
The police made a scramble

everybody that ran, but ’here were ■ 
more honest fugitives than combat­ 
ants, and the doorways are thicker in 
Chinatown than burrows in a rabbit 
warren. 
Seven were caught, some of 
whom the police say they saw shoot­ 
ing and others on whom revolvers 
were found.
